Comanche Indians 
Let us tell you something about 
the history of the Comanches. 
The Comanches were a very 
nomadic people, relying on buf­ 
falo, antelope, and other game 
for 
their food and skins for 
clothing and shelter. They were 
excellent horsemen. Few other 
Indians 
could 
compare 
w i t h 
them. 
They were called the Lords of 
the South Plains because they 
were fierce fighters and raiders. 
They defeated other Indian tribes 
such 
as 
the 
Utes, 
Pawnees, 
Osages, Tonkawas, Apaches, and 
Navajos. They raided the entire 
Southwest and northern Mexico. 
The Spanish people in New Mexi­ 
co allowed 
the Comanches to 
pass through to Mexico without 
trying to stop them. 
The homes of the Comanches 


were teepees that could be mov­ 
ed easily. They were a dirty, un­ 
ornamented, unkempt tribe. 
The 
people 
were 
generally 
short 
and 
stocky 
with 
round 
laces. The important thixig to 
the appearance of the man was 
that he had his hair well greas­ 
ed. The men hunted, raided, and 
protected the women and child­ 
ren. 
The women prepared the food, 
clothing, and shelter, and cared 
for the children. They brought 
wood and water to the camp­ 
site. They packed and unpacked 
the teepee on moving day. They 
took care of preparing the ani­ 
mals after the men had killed 
them. 
The older women wore blank­ 
ets all the time. They helped 
take care of children and cure 
skins. 
The reign of the Comanches 
came to an end in June 1875 
when the few survivors made 
peace with the United States gov­ 
ernment at Ft. Sill, Oklahoma.
